Stony Point!" thundered the foreman. 


The audience applauded, 
the crier 


rapped for order, the district 
attorney 


objected to the recording of the verdict 
and the judge sent the jury out again, 
telling the foreman in a sharp tone that 
they must find an 
unconditional ver- 


verdict. 


After an absence of a few minutes 


they returned, when the foreman ren- 
dered the simple verdict of not guilty, 
adding however, as he dropped into his 
seat: 


•'It was a good thing though, for the 


old revolutionary cuss, that he stormed
